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PREPARATION AND ADMINISTRATION OF ARSPHENAMINE 
AND NEOARSPHENAMINE— SUPPLEMENTAL NOTE. 

In the article "Preparation and administration of arsphenamine 
and neoarsphenamine," published in Public Health Reports for 
August 4, 1922, on page 1870, paragraph H, it was recommended that 
the NaOH solution be kept in a rubber-stoppered "wax or paraffin 
lined bottle." The term "wax" refers to pure paraffin wax only. 
No other kind of "wax" should be used for coating the interior of 
the bottle which is to contain the NaOH solution.
